In a not-so-surprising motion, 
the City Council voted three to 
two, not to put a Charter Amend- 
ment on the April ballot, which 
would set parity pay for the fire- 
men and policemen of Albany. 


Councilmen George rein and 
Lew Howell voted to let the vot- 
ers of Albany decide the issue at 
the next municipal election, but 
they were overruled by the other 
two councilmen and the mayor. 


Councilman Richard Clark sug- 
gested a “‘cooling off’’ period, in 
which both departments could 
take another look at the issue, 
and at the same time the Coun- 
cil would also have. time for 
further discussions with a possi- 
bility of placing it on either the 
June ballot or November. 

“This should be looked at 
‘in depth’ by all parties con- 
cerned,” Clark stated, ‘‘It is an 
issue that may be resolved. . . 
or may never be resolved.” 

During the discussion, Council- 
man Howell, referring to a letter 
received by the Council and 
signed by 21 members of the Po- 
lice Dept., including Chief Jen- 
sen, which opposed any Charter 
amendment which would lock in 
the ratio between the monthly 
salaries of the Police and Fire 
noted: “In the 20 
years I have served the City of 
this is the worst thing 
that has ever come before the 
Council. Always before there 
has been a very close working 
relationship between the two de- 
partments, and now we find men 
with 20-25 years with the city 
opposing equal pay for the fire- 
men.” 

Noting that, at present, city 
firemen. work 56 hours per,.week 
and the policemen 40 hours, 
Howell emphasized that “all the 
Fire Dept. is asking is equal pay 
per month—not per hour.” 

“Tt is obvious that our employ- 
ees must have lost faith in some- 
one,” he continued, ‘‘Somebody 
has failed them and we find our 
Police Department going one way 
with their Police Officers’ Assn., 
the civilian employees joining a 
union, and the firemen with their 
Firefighters Organization. This 
is a very sad day for the City of 
Albany—it’s the first time I have 
ever seen a petition from one 
department against’ another,” 
Howell concluded. 

Councilman Joe Carlevaro was 
in agreement with Howell that 
“something must be wrong.” Be- 
fore voting not to place the issue 
on the ballot he stated: ‘‘Some- 
thing has happened. Our line of 
communication has broken down. 
This is a very serious matter.” 

In ‘his concluding remarks, 
Councilman Howell also noted 
that a motion to put a Charter

The Albany City Council will 
give Albany voters a chance to 
express their approval or disap- 
proval on several Charter amend- 
ments, according to action taken 
at Monday night’s meeting. 


Amendments approved for 
placing on the April 11 ballot in- 
cluded: changing the title of 
“maintenanceman” in the Fire 
Dept. to ‘“hoseman-alarm mainte- 
nance man;” changing the title 
of “‘patrolmen-clerks’’ in the Po- 
lice Dept. to ‘‘policewomen- 
clerks,” as a policeman no longer 
works as a clerk in the dept.; 
setting up of minimum qualifica- 
tions for the position of Chief of 
Police; and the lateral entry of 
a patrolman into the Police Dept., 
enabling him to enter at a step 
commensurate with his years of 
experience, instead of at a pro- 
bationary rank. 

In other action at Monday 
night’s meeting the Council ap- 
proved a change in proposed Or- 
dinance No. 72-02, which would 
have set the salary for the City 
Treasurer at $900 per month. On 
the motion of Councilman Carle- 
varo the new City Treasurer will 
enter the position at $796 for the 
first year, $836 for the second, 
and $878 for the following two 
years.

A public hearing, held to act 
upon a variance application from 
Al Shore to reduce the lot area

submit modified plans to the} 
Planning and Zoning Commis- 
sion, who had denied his previous | 
request. 

In a discussion of the present 
“San Pablo Avenue freeze,” and 
at Councilman Carlevaro’s sug- 
gestion, City Administrator Jim 
Turner was asked to prepare a 
new zoning ordinance for the 
area, using for guidelines deci- 
reached during Planning 
and Zoning Commission-Council 
discussions on rezoning. 

In a surprise move, and also 
at Councilman Joe Carlevaro’s 
suggestion, the Council agreed to 
the appointment of a 
city engineer to relieve over- 
burdened James Turner of some 
of his many jobs. 

In agreeing with Carlevaro’s 
suggestion, Howell stated: ‘“Turn- 
er should be relieved of some of 
his burden. He is presently the 
City Administrator, the City En- 
gineer, and Finance Officer, as 
well as working on the water- 
front development and the re- 
cently completed Solano Avenue 
Beautification project. The City 
needs an engineer to separate 
some of these jobs.”

It is felt that the determination 
of salaries and other working 
conditions is a function of the 
City Council and these determi- 
nations are dependent upon con- 
ditions at the time of the setting 
of the City budget. 

It is difficult to determine how 
future working conditions might 
affect fixed parity. For instance, 
if the Fire Department should be 
granted shorter working hours, 
then there would be disparity in 
favor of that Department despite 
the Charter by virtue of the fact 
that when one works less hours 
for the same amount of money, 
he is getting more per hour.
